The prison is built of hewn stone. The 
foundation is composed of rocks, averaging 
two tons weight, laid in mortar. On this foun- 
dation is laid a tier of hewn stone, nine feet 


| long, and twenty inches thick, forming the first 


The outside walls are four feet thick, 
and the partition wall two. The doors of the 
cells in the two lower stories are made of 
wrought iron, each weighing from five to six 
hundred pounds, Competent judges pro- 
nounce it to be one of the strongest and best 
built prisons in the world. It can never be 
set on fire nor undermined. The stone of 
which it is built, is coarse, hard granite. The 
expense of the Prison and outworks was about 


| one hundred and twenty thousand dollars. 


The following is a statement of the number 


from its establishment to the present time. In 
an adjoining column we have given the num- 
ber admitted into the New-York State Prison 
sinee 1810. From an examination of the two
